The Prosecution in No Murry to Try Assas- 
sin Prendergast.

CHICAGO, May 21.—The trial of 
Prendergast, the assassin of Mayor 
Harrison, which was set for trial be- 
fore Judge Chetlain today, was con- 
tinued until tomorrow.

A Large Nunitber of Houses Swept Away at 
Olean, N. Y.—The Delaware and 
Lehigh Rivers Rising—At 

| Other Points. 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Hankow correspondent 
of the Shanghai Mercury sends news 
of a most disastrous flood which oc- 
curred at that place on April 20. The 
river Han rose rapidly about midnight, 
coming up in the first hour six feet. 
The loss of life at Hankow was more 
than one hundred, while at points 
higher up the stream the fatalities 
were far more numerous. The total 
deaths number more than five hundred. 

Aboyt midnight: on the date men-~- 
tioned an- enormous volume of water 
came @own the Han, carrying witb it 
undoubted proofs of the destruction 


shape of broken furniture, 
plank | beams, wreckage, etc. Very few 
junks, of which thousands are moored 
in the mouth of the Han, were able to 
stand the strain. Most of them broke 
loose, oraShing into each other. The 
crashing of planks and beams, right 
and left, the yelling of boatmen, mixed 
with the cries of those wWidse craft 
were wrecked, who were struggling in 
the water, and who were being crushed 
between the wreckage and the disabled 
junks, combined to render the scene one 
of the most indescribable turmoil and 
confusion. About eight hundred junks 
of various sizes were destroyed and 
many of ‘the watermen lost their lives. 

Native reports from Yang-Le are to 
the effect that over four hundred dead 
bodies have been washed ashore there 
and it is likely that many more will 
be found. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA FLOODS. 


Williamsport in a Pitiable Condition—Millions 
of Dollars Damage. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WILLIAMSPORT (Pa.,) May 21.—As 
night approaches and darkness settles 
down, the terror . of the flood increases. 
The torrent rushing down from the 
hillsides and growing with each pass- 
ing minute, assumes new terrors, and 
the stricken people look forward with 
dread to the ordeal through which they 
must pass before morning. Cut off 
from the rest of the world, with no 
railroad communication, and with no 
avenue of telegraph or telephone com- 
munication save the quivering wtre over 
which this dispatch is speeding, sur- 
rounded on évery hand by the slowly- 
rising destroyer, which has already 
swept away $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty, and may sweep away a millien 
mare, the condition of Williamsport is 
indeed pitiable. 

With thirty-three feet more water in 
its channel 'than is its normal height, the 
North Branch of the Susquehanna 
threatens to engulf the town. Every 
foot of und in the city is under 
four feet of water, and most of it is fif- 
teen feet beneath the surface of the 
stream. Many families are homeless. 
Hundreds more expect to be driven 
from their houses in the second stories, 
of which they have found refuge, be- 
fore day, and unless the flood ceases, 
there is no power on earth that can 
avert a greater disaster than has al- 
ready come upon the helpless city. 

The loss of property cannot even be 
approximated until’ the waters recede, 
and accounts are cast up. The 
and electric-light plants are under 
water, and the city is without lights. 
Every one is desperate, terror-stricken 
and discouraged. Just after midnight 
last night the big log boom gave way 
with a crash and went rolling and 
tumbling down the _ stream. As it 
passed the four bridges below the city 
the logs crashed and banged against 
the piers with a roar that could be 
heard for miles. 

he Market-street bridge was carried 
away and three or four spans of the 
magnificent structure succumbed... As 
the day grew old, and when the light 
was dim, dozens of boats and hundreds 
of wagons were brought into requisi- 
tion ‘and merchants began to move 
their goods to places of safety. It was 
seen that every store was in danger 
and efforts were made to save all pos- 
sible. Household goods were moved to 
second and sometimes third stories of 
residences, ahd hasty preparations were 
made for a prolonged stay. 

At this writing the entire population 
of Williams is in a condition of ex- 
citement and anxiety over the encroach- 
ments of the water. The business por- 
tion of the city is submerged to a depth 
of six feet. Not a train has entered or 
left the city for twenty-four hours, and 
every wire is down. he telegrap 


fice is four feet*under water, and the

BDARLY MORNING SCHNES. 
WILLIAMSPORT (Pa.,) May 21. — 
The river continued to rise during the 
night, and nearly the entire business 
portion of the city is under water. 
There has been no telegraphic com- 
munication with Lockhaven. since 5 


o'clock yesterday, when the telegraph 


operator was driven from his office by 
the flood. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon water had 
reached thirty-one feet above the low- 
water mark, or one foot higher than in 
the disastrous flood of 1889. The entire 
city is under water from four to twen- 
ty-one feet. Rain is falling in torrents. 
Water is still rising six inches an hour. 
All logs at the boom, which broke at 1 
o’clock this morning, have been swept 
away, as well as many sawmills and 
houses in the lower part of the city. 
Not a telegraph or telephone wire was 
working out of the city, with a single 
exception, a shaky, long-distance tele- 
phone wire, which was placed at the 
disposal of the Associated Press corre- 
spondent. While talking to Philadel-

AT BRADFORD. 
BUFFALO (N. Y.,) May 21.—A special

HOUSES AND TRACKS COVERED. 

NORRISTOWN (Pa.,) May 21.—Traffic 
on all railroads is suspended, and the 
tracks are covered with water. All 
the houses on Front street in Bridge- 
port are half covered with water and 
the inmates are moving out. 

THE DBLAWARE AND LEHIGH. 
EASTON 4Pa.,) May 21.—The Dela- 
ware and Lehigh rivers are rising rap- 
idly. The Lehigh is higher than at 
any time since 1889. The people living 


| along the banks of the latter stream 


have been compelled to move all their 
goods to a place of safety. Tonight 
500 feet of the wall of the basin of the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany’s canal at the mouth of the Le- 
high gave way and fell into the Dela- 
ware River, and the great body of 
water thus let loose caused the Lehigh 
to fall fully two feet. Shortly after- 
ward it began to rise again, and more 
trouble is apprehended. 


AT JOHNSTOWN. 


The Damage Already Amounts to About 
$90,000. 

JOHNSTOWN (Pa.,) May 21.—Johns- 
town is experiencing the most disas- 
trous flood since the big flood of May 
31,° 1889. The damage will amount tod 
at least $90,000. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is the heaviest loser. It has been 
rathing for three days, and the last 
‘cloudburst occurred near Ebensburg, 
swelling the Conemaugh many times its 
natural size. 

The flood reached this vicinity about 
3 o’clock this morning. At South Fork 
numerous small buildings were. swept 
away. .Further on, water undermined 
thet of the Pennsylvania road, 
used by east-bound trains. For almost 
two miles at East Conemaugh water 
beat furiously against the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad roundhouse, and under- 
mined the foundations. The engines 
were removed to a place of safety, and 
several bridges below the Conemaugh 
were badly damaged. 

In this city the Oklahoma House, 
ownrted by Peter Seymour, was swept 
away. The three-story building of 
Phillip Brown was torn from its foun- 
dation. The iron bridge was badly 
wrecked. Fully $15,000 damage was 
done property within the yards of the 
Pennsylvania passenger-station. Be- 
tween the freight-station and the river 
was an artificial embankment, which 
gave way, carrying down into the river 
about two hundred feet of track and 
five loaded cars. In one car were five 
tramps, who are said to have been 
members of Galvin’s army. Two were 
drowned. Parties went from house to 
house awakening the occupants, and 
whistles were blown. The people fied 
to the high ground. 

In Woodhill the streets are covered 
by ‘water to a depth of six feet, and 
some small houses are swept away. 
Swank’s pottery works caught re, and 
it was impossible for the fire company 
to reach ‘the building. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon the river 
began falling rapidly. Three  build- 
ings were carried away in the central 
part of the city. Many others were 
badly damaged. 

‘ CITY FUATS INUNDATED. 

OIL CITY (Pa.,) May 21.—The city 
flats are inundated, and basements are 
flooded. This is the district that, was 
wiped out on June 5, 1892, with the 
loss of sixty- nine lives. 

TRAFFIC STOPPED. 

PITTSBURGH, May 21.—The floods 
have stopped traffic completely on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad at Hast Greens- 
burg, twenty-eight miles from Pitts- 
burgh.

In paragraph 250, the House classi- 
fication is retained™@ and the _ rates 
changed so that the paragraph will 
read as follows: Cotton thread, yarn, 
warp and warp yarn, whether single 
or advanced beyond the condition of 
Single by grouping or twisting two or 
more single yarns together, whether on 
beams.or in bundle, skeins or cops, or 
in any other form except spool thread 
of cotton hereinafter provided for, 
valued at not exceeding 12 cents per 
pound, 20 per cent. ad valorem; valued 
at over 12 cents per pound, and not 
exceeding 20 cents per pound, 30 per 
cent. ad valorem; valued at over 20 
cents per pound, and not exceeding 30 
cents per pound, 35 per cent. ad valo- 
rem; valued at over 80 cents per pound 
and not exceeding 40 cents per pound, 
40 per cent. ad valorem; valued at over 
40 cents per pound, 40 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. 

This is a change from the original 
House schedule only on the articles 
in the schedule at over 12 cents per 
pound and not over 20, which in the 
original bill was 30 per cent.; in those 
values at over 20 cents and not over 
30 cents, which in the original bill was 
30 per cent,, and is now made 35 per 
cent. and those valued between 30 and 
40 cents which was 35 per cent. and is 
now made 40 per cent.

HONOLULU, May 15.—(Associated 
Press Correspondence, wired from San 


Francisco, May 21.) The constitutional 


convention, the members of which were 
elected on May 3, will meet on May 
30. The new constitution as drawn 
up by the present Executive Council 
will be presented to the convention for 
its approval, and such improvements 
as may be considered necessary. This 
constitution has been kept from “the 
public and will not be made known 
until the convention meets. The As- 
sociated Press correspondent has been 
able to obtain'a copy of portions of it, 
, however. 

The’ new government is to be called 
the Republic of Hawaii. The executive 
power will be vested in the -president. 
The executive council will consist of 
five members, instead of four as at 
present, a minister of health and edu- 
cation being added. The upper house 
will consist of fifteen senators. At the 
first election, they will be elected in 
three classes of five each, who will 
serve until the next election, two years 
hence, when the terms of senators of 
the third class will expire, and their 
places be filled by five members who 
will serve six years. At the third elec- 
tion, in two years more, the terms of 
those of the second class will expire, 
and five others will be elected to fill 
their places. This will also be the 


’ case with the senators of the first 


class. Thereafter five senators will be 
elected at each election. The qualifica- 
tions of a senator will be that he shall 
be 30 years old, shall be able ‘read 
and write the English language, shall 
have resided in the islands three years, 
shall own property of. not less than 

5000 in value, and shall have an income 
f $1200 a year. 

The assemibly, or lower house, is 
to consist of fifteen members, six from 
‘the Island of Oahu and three each from 
Hawaii, Maui and Kauai. They will 
serve ifor two years only. A member 
of the assembly must be a citizen of 
Hawaii or a citizen of any country 
which has treaty relations with Ha- 
wali, and have resided in the islands 
for at least one y&ar. He must be 
able to read and write the Engtish 
or Hawaiian. language, except in the

SARATOGA, May 21.—Among the 
overtures reported’ to the Presbyterian 
General Assembly today was one from 
the Presbytery of New Albany upon 
the personal purity of members of Con- 
gress. 

The case of Henry Preserved Smith 
was reported with the recommendation 
that his appeal be entertained. It was 
decided to make the case a —— or- 
der for Thursday. ° 
' Prof. Smith’s appeal began by recit- 
ing the charges and specifications, ’ 
which are, in brief, that in a pamphlet. 
entitled ‘Biblical Scholarship Inspira- 
tion,” issued while he was a professor 
in Lane Theological Seminary at Cin- 
cinnati, he taught that the Holy Spirit 
did not so control the inspired writers 
in their composition of the Holy Scrip- 
tures as to make their utterances ab- 
solutely truthful. The appeal further 
recites the trial and conviction of Prof. 
Smith by the Cincinnati Presbytery, 
and its finding of suspension from the 
ministry until he should renounce his 
errors; also the affirmation of judgment 
by the Synod of Ohio on October 13, 
1893. Prof. Smith then says: 

‘“Deeming myself: aggrieved by the 
sentence, and unjustly deprived of my 
rights and privileges as a minister of 
Jesus Christ, I gave due notice of ap- 
peal to the Synod of Ohio and filed the 
same with the statement clerk of the 
presbytery within the time required by 
the book of discipline. At the meeting 
of the Synod of Ohio, held in Cincinnati 
October 10 to 13, 1893, I presented my ap- 
peal with specifications of the error of 
the presbytery. Those errors, as speci- 
fied in the appeal to the synod, are, in 
substance, similar to those ascribed to 
the synod given below. The appeal with 
these specifications of error was found 
in order by the synod, after which the 
judgment, the notice of appeal and the. 
appeal were read and the synod decided 
that the appeals should be entertained, 

“After the parties were heard, and 
an opportunity .to be heard had been 
given to the mémbers of the synod, the 
Synod proceeded to vote on each of the 
twelve specifications of_error. No one 
of these were sustatMmed, the highest 
vote to sustain being 51 against 78 not 
to sustain. Thereupon the moderator 
declared the judgment of the Presby- 
tery of Cincinnati to be affirmed. 

“Having obtained no relief from the 
Synod of Ohio, I now appeal to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the highest court of the

THE COURTS. 


Further Hearing in the Brooks Case—Judg- 
ment for Mrs. Boggs. 

Thomas A. Brooks told his story on 
the witness stand yesterday in Depart- 
ment One and madge@'a strong effort to 
explain satisfactorily’ the suspicious 
circumstances which tended to connect 
him with the Hamer robbery. The 
line of proof of the defense in the case 
was of the alibi order, although neariy 
all of the testimony in this direction 
was furnished by the defendant him- 
self and his wife. 

Mrs. Brooks, a thin, pale woman of 
quiet demeanor, stated that on the 
night the two masked men entered the 
Main-street -grocery and held up the 
storekeeper, she and her husband were 
at home in their rooms on Spring street, 
Brooks was then at work in a restau- 
rant, and on the night in question he 
came home about 8 o’clock. Several 
friends dropped in during the evening 
and the time was spent in playing 
cards. Mrs. Brooks swore that to her 
knowledge neither her husband nor 
Richards left the rooms that night. 
Some days after the robbery occurred 
she had gone to San Francisco with 
Brooks and it was there that the ar- 
rest was made. 

_ Former witneszes in the case had testi- 
fied. that when two. men were seen 
driving hurriedly along Santee street 
and later on the Mission road, on the 
night of the robbery, one of them was 


leaning upon the other as if injured., 


Dr. Wernigk was called to the stand 
by the prosecution and testified that 
he had made an examination of 
Brooks’s body after the arrest and had 
found a’scar on the defendant’s breast. 
It appeared to have been caused by 
some sort of ulcerating sore. 

Officer Lennon had fired several shots 
at the robbers as they left the store and 
he was quite sure that he had hit one 
of thein. Brooks explained how he 
came by the scar by Saying that it 
was caused by a scratch from a scarf- 
pin, and he was as ready with his other 
answers to .the questions propounded. 

The testimony was all in at 3:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and aregu- 
ment was begun shortly afterwards. 
There was a large crowd ofe.waiters 
present to listen to thé plea in behalf 
of their fellow-worker and they all 
Watched the proceedings as attentively 
as the defendant himself. 

Judge Smith and the jury listened to 
the ‘argument until-nearly 7 o’clock 
when an adjournment was taken to 
9 o'clock this morning.

SAN DIEGO. 


Concerning Certain Statesmen 
and Things. 


Statesman ‘“‘Billy’’ Carlson, Statesman | 
‘Jimmie’’ Copelané—The Programme 
as to the Trading at the Com- 
ing State Convention, 


SAN DIEGO, May 20.—(Special Cor- 
respondence) The political kaleidoscope 
has been turned again, and new combi- 
nations appear through the glass. 

“Statesman Billy’’ Carlson has come 
out as a candidate for County Assessor. 
That is the best county office there is, 
and “Billy’s’ judgment is to be com- 
mended for selecting it as the object of 
his political ambitions. “Billy” was 
smart enough to see that he couldn’t 
get the Populist indorsement for Con- 
gress after his failure to manipulate 
their county convention, so he immedi- 
ately took a new tack and headed for 
the Courthouse instead of Washington. 
“Billy” has always. struck the inde- 
pendent attitude as a candidate, and 
that is his pose again. He first became 
a City Trustee, then a member of the 
‘-General Assembly, then Mayor. It was 
during the boom that he became City 
Trustee, and that was a time when 
nearly everybody in San Diego was do- 
ing very foolish things. When he went 
to Sacramento it was a sea-wall appro- 
priation that he conjured with. When 
he became Mayor it was the least of 
three by no means iinconsiderable evils. 

In this campaign ‘‘Billy’’ will have 
to run against better men, and it will 
probably appear that, in the discipline 
of adversity, the voters of San Diego 
have, in a measure, recovered their com- 
mon sense. The chances are that this 
will be ‘‘Billy’s’’ Waterloo, so to speak. 

The refusal to be captivated by 
“‘Billy’s’”’ smile was not the only sensi- 
ble thing the recent Pouplist convention 
did. It spewed out the McCarthys and 
their Vidette, and declined to be ma- 
nipulated by ‘Jimmie’? Copeland. The 
gang, of which ‘‘Jimmie’’ used to be the 
headlight, has been pretty well broken 
up by popular disfavor, but Jimmie 
still clings to the tradition that he is a 
political boss. He tried to curry favor 
with the Populists, suggesting to some 
of them that their party needed leader- 
ship of the kind that he was prepared 
to furnish in his own person, but they 
turned their faces away from Jimmie, 
and gently hinted that they had no use 
for him. Jimmie’s political standing at 


present is such that a_ candi- 
date may well regard him as 
friend from whom the thing 


most. eagerly to be sought is de- 
liverance. He lately made his usual 
ante-convention trip to’San Francisco, 

where it appears there still linger some 
vestiges of a belief that Jimmie runs 
things political at San Diego. While at. 
the metropolis he was interviewed, and 

oracularly announced that, at the com- 
ing State convention, the San Diego del- 
egation would trade anything and 

everything for Judge Torrance, who will 
be the San Diego candidate for Supreme 
Justice. Naturally such a statement 
does not strike with favor the friends 
of candidates in other parts of Southern 
California, who have favors both to ask 
and bestow, and who expect some de- 
gree of constancy to be shown by those 
with whom alliances are to be made. 

But the truth is that Jimmie does not 
represent or speak, either for Judge 
Torrance or those whom the convention 
will send from San.Diego as delegates. 

Jimmie represents nobody but himself, 
and he dcesn’t do that very well. 

The primaries to elect delegates to 
the county convention to appoint del- | 
egates to Sacramento will be held on 
the 26th, and the convention will meet 
on the following Tuesday. The same 
convention will choose a’ different set 
of delezates to the Congress conven- 
vention at Bakersfield, June 16. The 
objection to one set of delegates to 
both the Ccngress and State conven. 
tions was the fear that.it would afford 

opportunity for trading, and give undue 
advantage to the candidate for Con- 

gress as against the candidates for 
State offices. The Congress convention 
is called for June 16, and .the State 
convention m22ts on the 19th. It is

The irrigation 
bonds, when redeemed, 'would redeem

The watershed of this proposed sys- 
tem is given 260 square miles, and evi- 
dently embraces the country around 
Warner’s ranch.
